x our Querifts Crime may be, but we think he ought

bs depriv’d of that Opportunity, let him make his Con- 
ons to God ; if it be a Cale of Murder, we don’t find 
rheis Obliged to deliver up himfelfto the Law, but 

» fpend his Life'in a continu’d AG of Repentance. lf we 
wthe particular fin, we cou’d be fuller in our Ad- 
xe; but fure we are, his binding himfelf by Oath is not 
bligatory, if the Mifchief of Concealing be greater than 
tat of ConfeMing ; and ‘tis almoft impofiible, let the Sin 
what it will bute it muft be fo.

We have feveral Inftances of this Nature, 
as the Husbands diftance and filence for above the time 
the Law has preicrib’d, and of the Womans marrying 
another, after which her firft Husband came home, oa 
Sued the other for bis Wife, and upon Tryal, the 
Judges gave her the Liberty of taking which fhe wou'd 3 
and of fome that have had their Wife again, and turn'd 
the fecond Husband off. Thus the Law: has done. we 
can fay no more, but defire her to fecure the Quier 
her Conference, and advile with the Ecclefiaftick Aushori« 
ty, fince the other gives her the Liberty the wants. °
